During recent years, it 
has been very difficult to 
get many new areas zoned 
for commercial projects. At- 
titudes, apparently, are 
changing, however, because 
more business rezoning has 
occured in the last month 
here than in the previous 
three years. Last week, the 
city planning. commission 
recommended that 10 acres 
on the east side of Moun- 
tain Ave. at Seventh St. be 
rezoned. A week earlier, the 
city council zoned 10 acres 
on the west side of Moun- 
tain at Arrow Hghwy. for 
business. Earlier, the 20 ac- 
res at the southwest corner 
of Euclid Ave. and Foothill 


Blvd. was rezoned for busi- 
ness.

In this issue of The News. 








removing truck traffic from 
Euclid Ave. lists two alter- 
nate routes proposed, and at 
least one of these routes 
should. shower the city hall 
with protests. 

We refer to the proposed 
alternate route listed as 
“Nineteenth St. to Mountain 
Ave., south to Seventh or 
Kighth St., where they (the 
trucks) would be diverted 
back to Euclid.” 

We can already feel the 
blood pressure rising in the 
residents of Seventh and 
Eighth Streets, and we would 
join in their protest. Taking 
truck traffic off of Euclid 
and placing it on either of 
these two residential streets 
would be criminal. 

Residents on Seventh and 
Eighth streets: purchased 
their homes, secure in the 
knowledge that their streets 
were strictly residential ar: 
teries, We are in complete 
sympathy with Euclid Ave. 
residents who definitely have 
a major problem with the 
truck traffic and we sincere- 
ly hope the truck traffic can 
be removed from Euclid 
Ave., but not at the expense 
of other residents, 

If there must be a choice 
made between truck traffic 
on Euclid or on Seventh or 
Eighth streets, let it be on 
Euclid. It is designed to car- 
ry traffic and home owners 
there bought their property 
with full knowledge it was 
on a state. highway route, 
while the Seventh and Eighth 
St. residents bought proper- 
ty off of main traffic routes.

Building in Upland during 
August amounted to $275,050, 
according to final figures to- 
taled yesterday by the of- 
fice staff of City Building 
Inspector Richard Derby. Of 
this total, the bulk of it — 











$246,925 -—— represented 13 
new dwellings. 

For August of 1956, 17 
dwelling permits were is- 
sued with a valuation of 


$248,600, so this aspect of the 
construction picture remains 
much the same. 


Total building for August 
1956, however, amounted to 
$819,478, more than tripling 
this month’s total Major 
construction projects includ- 
ed in the 1956 August total 
were the $400,000 Canyon 
Rock Co. processing plant, a 
tract of 11 homes, and $103,- 
160 in classroom construction 
at Baldy View school. 

It should be noted that 
school construction is no 
longer under the jurisdic-

Euclid And Foothill 
Park? How About Bonds? 


Beautification of the southeast corner of Euclid 
Ave. and Foothill Blvd. has been suggested many, 
many times here. It will be mentioned many more 
times. 


Mrs. Gertrude Hall, a resident of Upland many 
years, is another person who sees in the “last remain- 
ing corner at this beautiful intersection” an opportunity 
to appropriately dedicate this as an unique beauty 
spot. , 


Commercialism has taken the two corners on the 
west side of Euclid and a residence occupies the 
northeast corner. 


Members of this community's next generation will 
sorely regret the selfishness of today’s generation if at 
least some. of this famous intersection is not saved 
from commercialism. Time for action is now! 


Money is the big question in any proposal to use 
valuable property for park and beautification pur- 
poses. In other words, it is useless to waste words in 
discussing such a proposal — if there is not some prac- 
tical way to provide the money. 


Do Uplanders really want to buy this corner for 
eventual development as a park and beauty spot? 


If so, money must be provided for its purchase. 
Such funds can come only through approval by the 
voters of a bond issue. It so happens that 1958 is an 
election year. 


Once and for all, this question of “saving for 
beautification purposes” one of the Euclid - Foothill 
corners can be settled in next spring’s municipal elec- 
tion. We believe some definite provision should have 
been made for full development of all four corners, 
but along came the Stuft Shirt application and its 
eventual zone change to allow business. 


Approval of a commercial center at the southwest 
corner is very recent. This approval specifies some 
landscaping at the corner and along the Euclid front- 
age. 


* 


The southeast corner is small — just right for cer- 
tain kinds of business. And so, it will be eventually 
business — unless voters approve a bond issue for its 
purchase. 


If the city acquires it, then later can come a plan 
for development of the site.
